Ince the defeat giuen Oſman the great Tutke 

Q by the Polozians the laſt yeare, and returning 
F hither to Conſtantizople himſelte in perſon, be- 
ing much inraged ar the ill fucceſſe againſt the 
Chriſtians , grew into icalouſie of his. Janizaries 
char they had not performed that ſeruice they might 
haue done,and he did expe , conſidering hee had 
ſo puiſſant and army, and fo farre in nfimber excee- 
ding his aduerſary; whereupon hee debarres them 
the payment of their ordinary ftipends, where- 


at they much repined,, and grew to conſultation a- 


 mongſt themſelues how to bee reuenged, and cal- 
| ling to minde the moſt vnnaturall and cruell mur- 


ther he cauſed to bee done on his owne brother , as 
alſo many other of his both private and publicke 
actions, wherewith they were much offended, reſol- 
ued to depoſe him , and tofſerat liberty his vnckle, 
and aduance him to the Empire, which they pre- 


{ently pur in execution, for they ſeized on his per- 
fon and committed himto a ſure guard} in a place 
| of the Serazlio, and immediately deliuers out of pri- 
fon his vnckle 24nſtephs, and crownes him Empe-

ror, but before his coronation they required him to 
vine order for the firangling of his Nephew,which 
hee was loth to doe, but at laft being preſſed hard, 


gaue way thereunto;, and fo his death was put ia 


execution, VVhereupon his Vackle being crowned, 


had a deſire to goe to Mecca on proceſſion , to el- 
chew if .it were poſſible the gouernment of the Em- 
pire, which hee ſeemerh loth to vndertake, This 
Muſtapha being the thirteenth Emperor of the race 
of the O:tewer. it is ſaid there is an ancient Pro- 
phecie,thar hee ſhall be the laſt of the race; and thar 
according to an ancient contract of Marriage be- 
twixt the Great Cham of Tartarie, and the Houſc 
of the Oftoman, That in caſe the iflue male of the © 
Ottomans ſhould faile, the Title and Gouernment 
ſhould deſcend to the Houſe of the Great Cham. 
Vpon the. death of the ſaid Oſman , five of his 
principall Baſhawes were likewiſe ſtrangled;ſo that 
here 15 like to be great alteration; and that Warre, 
Miſerie, and Deſolation; is like to cnſue in theſe 
Countries. . 

VVee heare from Cracow, that there js great difs 
ſention.berwixt the States of Poland and the King; , 
and.rhat the States haue aflembled 36000. men,and 
doe.capitulate concerning diuers matters which 
hauc beene done, and whercin they deſire to bee res 
ſolued,; eſpecially concerning. the late inuafion of 
their Countrey by the Turke, and the cauſe thereot; 
as a}ſo the rayſ{ing of great ſummes of Money, and * 
yet their ſouldiers left vapayd. Ir is ſaid, thoſe ſoul- 
eters doe keepe a great ſtirre amongſt rhe Catho- 
likes,and doe live vpon them : what.will enſuc,time 
will produce, .

The Landrgraue of Dermſtat, when he perceiued 
that his p91 ma with which he came out to 
meet the-King,would not {erue his turne,when as an 
intercepted Letter which he wrote to the Heidelber- 
gers to yeeld to Tilley,was ſhewed againſt him,fell to 
conditions of peace with the king,which were theſe: 

1 That the Lantgraue ſhould configne ouer in- 
co the King of Bohewia's hands his ſtrongeſt frontier 
rownes , which ſhould be redelinered at the end of 
the warre, 

2 That he ſhould preſently pay 6000-Rixe dollars, 

3 That he ſhould endeuor to make a good peace, 

4 That fora tie vpon him for performance, hee 
ſhould deliuer one of his ſonnes for hoſtage. But 
he miſliking ſuch articles , fled diſguiſed with his 
ſonne anda Gentleman of his Chamber towards 

Oppenheim,but was taken by the Marqueſle of Bader.

Some of our troups who went along with Count Man/ 
field into Dermitat report , that they acuer ſaw brave ſer- 
vice, till they ſaw Afansfields gallant retreir, which he made 
thence to anheirs in the head of the enemy : The Mar- 
queile of Baaens ſonne. alſo did branely , charging ewice 
with his horſe, and when they were repulſed by Tiley: Cu- 
raſſiers, he with cappein hand, and on his knee, entreated 
them to come on aRaine , buthis Germans were quite out. 
of courage.
